The Chicago and North Western Railway Company. 

(Hie Chicago and North Western railway company was incorporated June 7t 1859 under 
the laws of Illinois - Act approved Peh. 19. 1859; uiider the laws of Wisconsin - Act 
approved March l4, 1859; sud in Michigan by consolidation under Michigan statutes* 

Ihe company acquired the property of the Chicago, St. Paul and Pond du Lac railroad 
company, which was sold under foreclosure on June 2, 1S59» The railroad then ex- 
tended from Chicago, 111., to Pond du Lac, Wisconsin, a distance of 177*0 miles. The 
second company was incorporated under the general laws of the States of Wisconsin and 
Illinois, on June 20, 1864 and June 23, 1864, respectively, for the purpose of con- 
solidating the property of the Qiicogo and North Western railway coii5)any (of 1859) 
the Galena and Chicago Union Rail Road Con^jeny, 

The system has been enlarged from time to time through the acquisition of other 
railroads, or through extensions built chiefly by proprietary companies, all of whose 
stocks and bonds were owned by the Chicago and North Western Railway coii5>8ny. The 
Company now operates about 8,000 miles of road, serving the regions west of Lake 
Michigan and south of Lake Superior including Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Nebr.aska, North and South Dakota, and Wyoming. The Lines reach from Chicago to 
Milwaukee and to Minneapolis and St. Paul, through connection with the subsidiary line. 
The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha Railway company. At Omaha, it connects 
with the Union Pacific Railroad, forming a pa rt of the transcontinental route to the 
Pacific.
